He sentenced both 
men to jail, but allowed them to remat.

Will Be Kept in Jail. 


The men will be held in a hotel for 
the five days in charge of two deputy 
marshals. 

Arguments on the motion to pommit 
the men were heard during the morning 
and Judge Kohlsaat announced his de- 
cision late in the afternoon, The wvuft 
room was ¢rowded with labor leaders 
and members of the teamsters union 
and many representatives of the em- 
ployees.

J. B, Barry, business agent 
of the same unjon, will also be called 
within the next few days. He was one 
of the men who were ordered by Judge 
Kohlsaat to answer certaln questions, 
but appeared before the master this 
morning and replied to them. 

He was not therefore remanded for 
contempt. 


Strike Spread But Little. 

The strike did not spread to any great 
extent today and there was practically 
no disorder. A number of the lumber 
firms made a few deliveries, but did not 
attempt anything like their normal 
amount of business. For the first time 
since the commencement of the strike a 
large number of coal wagons, handled by 
colored teamsters, passed through the 
down town streets without police protec- 
tion. None of them was molested in any 
way. The large State street stores also 
made deliveries, going even into the out- 
skirts of the city without guards and no 
trouble was experienced. 

Mayor Dunne and Chief of Police 
O'Neill did not meet today with the re- 
sponsé expected when they called yes- 
terday Tor 1,000 volunteers for additional 
policemen. Not over 100 men responded, 
and y three-quarters of these proved 
acce ble. 

In the lumber districts several con- 
cerns when offered police protection re- 
fused to accept it, saying that it was not 
possible for them to make deliveries un- 
less their wagons were guarded by sol- 
diers. Chief of Police ONeill replied that 
he would not force officers on them and 
that they could wait for soldiers if they 
so desired, but that he would cause their 
yards and the territory around them to 
be patrolied by his officers. 2 

There is tonight no apparent prospect 
in any direction of a settlement of the 
strike. The express companies absolutely 
refuse to recede in the slightest degree 
from their declaration that none of their 
old men would be reemployed and no 
move looking toward a settlement has 
been started in any other direction.

Pulford “arose early today and went to 
his store. He appeared to be working 
under great strain. After opening the 
doors of his office, he placed the money 
in the cash register and was leaving by 
the back door when a newspaper corre- 
spondent stopped him. 

“Mr. Pulford, I would like to ask you 
one question in regard to your revolvers,”’ 
he said. 

I cannot talk to you now,” sald Pul- 
ford. I am going to the house to get 
breakfast; but I will be back in a 
minute.” 
Mr. Pulford appeared to be in haste, 
and turned quickly and walked toward 
his home. Fifteen minutes later a report 
was heard in the street, and when an 
investigation was made Pulford was found 
dead. He had ended his life with a stagie 
bullet. For two months Pulford has 
shown signs of mental strain. 

Pulford's death ends the life of a man 
who rose from a poor boy to the position 
of one of the wealthiest in this section of 
Innois. Besides owning much of the 
most valuable real estate of Savanna, he 
was the president of the Commercial 
bank, and the owngr of the electric light 
system. He lived for his business. He. 
was in his store daily at 7 a m., and 
seldom left it until I! at’ night.

Graduates, 


Tuskegee, Ala., May 25.—The twenty- 
fourth annual commencement exercises 
of the Tuskegee Normal and Industriai 
institute closed today. Eighty-three stu- 
dents were graduated from the academic 
department. At the same time 113 sth- 
dents were given trade certificates in- 
dicating that they have done the work 
intended to fit them for one of the thirty 
seven trades and industries taught here. 

Of the eighty-three graduates, 54 re- 
ceived both diplomas and trade certifi- 
cates. The total number of individpals 
receiving diplomas and trade certifi- 
cates today is 142. Nearly 700 colored 
people and fifty-seven white persons 
came in special cars from Montgomery 
to attend the exercises. 

The commencement atdress was deliv- 
ered today by Rev. C. T. Walker, D. D., 
of Augusta, Ga. Among other things he 
said: The race of which we are mem- 
bers is on trial before the world and 
crucial period through which we are 
passing calls for men and women of char- 
acter as leaders and followers. The 
Salvation of the negro is not in political 
parties nor in supreme court decisions 
tor there is no other way known among 
men whereby the negroes can fise ex- 
cept by his own personal efforts and ex- 
ertion, relying upon God for spiritual sal- 
vation, and upon his own black arm for 
human salvation. 

Negro Must Contribute. 

Theò colored man must contribute 
something to the material wealth of the 
country. The race must become a e-

We need to 
be told constantly how to fill up the

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Washington, May 25.—After adopting 
resolutions on subjects of vital interest 
to the south, the Southern Industrial 
parliament adjourned today to meet in 
some southern, city at a date in October 
to be designated later by Governor Glena, 
of North Carolina, chairman of. the 
executive committee, The day's discus- 
sions were spirited and personal. Before 
adjournment, however, all feeling had 
vanished and many delegates rose. and 
declared that the parliament had been 2 
success, and that the foundation had 
been laid for a gigantic organization. 
Owing to the amount of business neces- 
sary to be conducted, the parliament was 
compelled to abandon its programme. 

Except a brief address by Gifford 
Pinchot, chief of the bureau of forestry 
of the department of agriculture, who 
advised the conservation of the forests 
of the south, no papers were read. 

The Resolutions. — 

The resolutions adopted are as. follows: 
‘ Urging the government to const*uct 
inland water ways la the South Atlantic 
and gulf states, and improve the rivers 
and harbors of the south; requesting the 
secretary of commerce and labor to make 
immediate efferts to rellevé the depressed 
conditions existing with the cotton mill- 
ing industry; urging the creation by 
each southern state of a bureau of im- 
migration; thanking the rallroads of the 
south for thelr efforts ta develop the 
resources of that sectionp authorizing th.

The Atlanta work today stands among the foremost in the associations ‘of 
America, Reaching this point, my fondest hopes have been for enlargement of 
the equipment in kee with the demande of our increasing membership. To 
this end we have labor vain, for WE HAVE FOUND IT IMPOSSIBLE TO 
SECURE THE FINANCIAL AID NECESSARY TO HOLD THE WORK UP TO 
ITS PRESENT STANDARD. to eay nothing of enlargement of the equipment. 

i feel, therefore, that my work for this association is done, and hereby ten- 
der by rseignation as general secretary of the Atlanta Young Men's Christian 
Association. 

The foregoing is an extract from the resignation of Mr. D. E. Luther, 
general secretary af the local Young Men’s Christian Association for the 
past seven years. Seven years is an appreciable interval in any man's life 
—what they mean to a man of Mr. Luther’s talents, energy and devotion 
is not easily expressed within the limits of a newspaper editorial. Certainly 
one who looked to see the fruits of these eighty-four months of unremitting 
labor summarized in his resignation would be disappointed; for in his sim- 
ple, direct statements there is only the straightforward accounting of a man 
who has discharged his duties to the maximum of his ability. 

Yet, even with the investment of seven of the most productive years in 
the life of a vigorous, able and conscientious man, he is driven to the sad 
admission,—“we have found it impossible to secure the financial aid nec- 
essary to hold the work up to its present standard, to say nothing of en- 
largement of the equipment. I feel, therefore, that my work for this asso- 
Clation is done.“ 

The deficiency cannot be laid to Mr. Luther’s door. He is the ablest 
executive head the local association has had in its history. From a mem-| 
bership of five hundred he has built up the association to a membership of | 
fifteen hundred. Department after department has been added to the asso- 
Ciation’s scope; improvement has followed improvement, until today the 
association covers a field the breadth of which is appreciated by few citi- 
zens. That last sentence is the kernel of the entire matter—too few of our 
influential people realize the scope of the association, and the large and 
growing extent of its financial needs. 

From its fifteen hundred present members the association realizes ap- 
proximately $7,500 annually, the dues being $10 for men and $5 for boys. 
The sheer running expenses of.the institution are about $15,000 a year. 
The discrepancy between income and expenditures has hitherto been met 
by public subscription, and to this extent the business men of Atlanta have 
no reason for self-reproach. Moreover, the $15,000 budget for the current 
year is already assured, through association dues and the guarantees of 
faithful subscribers, 

But that is not all! 

The association has an outstanding indebtedness of $8,500. That sum 
represents the expansion and improvements of the last several years yet 
unpaid for. When the Young Men's Christian Association moved into its 
present building, the latter then presented ample facilities for the less than 
five hundred members. Today it cannot well accommodate its fifteen hun- 
dred members. Between those two intervals, however, the structure has 
undergone radical changes, paralleling the extension of the association's 
work. Time after time the building has been re-partitioned; it has been 
necessary to repair and renew the machinery in many instances; the gym- 
nasium has been renovated; the baths have been rebuilt and a swimming 
pool added at heavy, expense; other expenses have been necessarily incurred, 
running the total up to the figures indicated. At the rate of growth re- 
corded in the past, expenses next year will exceed $15,000. They have not 
yet been provided for. It is well to bear these facts in mind as we 
go along. 

Now what has the association done for the people of Atlanta? For over 
twenty years the magic letters, V. M. C. A.,“ have stood as a spiritually 
sanitary agent in this community second only to the organized churches. 
To the young men. of all sects and creeds it has opened its portals, saying: 
“You are at a critical period in your careers. We realize the temptations 
with which city life threatens: your physical, moral and spiritual welfare. 
We sympathize with you. Come to us. We will provide you clean, sane 
pleasure, to take the place of that which will corrupt your body, mind and 
soul. We give you a reading room and ample library where your literary 
wants are satisfied; we provide a lyccum course for your intellectual im- 
provement; we offer you a well-furnished gymnasium and splendid baths, 
where your bodies may be developed and strengthened; there is open to 
you, at nominal cost, an educational department, where you may fit your- 
selves for the useful occupations of life; we offer you social pleasures and 
acquaintances, which will aid you to pass your time pleasantly while mold- 
ing your characters into the full stature of Christian manhood.” 

All this it has done, and more. It has not forced religion on its mem- 
bers. But the religious influence has been predominant. Gentle, persuasive 
efforts have been put forth to instil] exalted principles in the mſnds of its 
members, with such success that it has come to be an axiom that a one- 
year’s membership in the Young Men’s Christian Association has a salutary 
influence over the remainder of the individual's life. 

How many boys and young men it has saved from destructive dissipa. 
tion it is impossible to compute; though we are convinced that scores of | 
valuable citizens are walking our streets today who, without its agency, 
would have been a backset to themselves and the community. Is not that 
an ample obligation on the city of Atlanta? 

But the obligation increases annually, for the association’s mission is 
never-ending. Year by year it provides a haven of innocent recreation for 
young men who otherwise would be led to resort to one less innocent; year 
by year it stands as an uplifting influence at that critical period of manhood 
when evil so seductively resembles good; year by year it is making fine 
bodies and molding fine minds for those bodies, that the owners may serve 
themselves, the state and their Maker with greater efficiency. 

The people of Atlanta, preachers of all denominations, business men of 
all classes, owe this institution a liberal support and means for its greater 
growth. We subscribe generously to immense revivals, to large conventions, 
to expositions, to monuments—to a multitude of public movements and im- 
provements. Which is as it should be. Do we not owe such an institution 
as the Young Men’s Christian Association an equal if not greater share 
of our moral support and financial assistance? 

The question admits of but one answer. 

If the clergy and business men of Atlanta exert the energy and the 
philanthropy for which they are noted, Mr. Luther will leave Atlanta seeing

HEARING IS DENIED BY COURT. 


Handbook Cases Will Not be Tried 
Over in the Superior 
Court. 

The hand book’”’ cases of Lorenzo Jones 
and Montgomery Thrower, who were re- 
cently fined $300 each by Recorder 
Broyles, will not be tried in the superior 
court unless the supreme court of Geor- 
gia overrules the stand taken by Judge 
Pendleton yesterday. 

Immediately after Recorder Broyles 
passed sentence on the two men named, 
who were arrested and tried on complaint 
of Gus Newsome, the defendants an- 
nounced that they would certiorari the 
cases. Attorneys Reuben Arnold and 
Harvey Hill a few days later prepared 
the petitions for certiorari, which were 
presented to Judge Pendleton yesterday 
afternoon. 

Jones and Thrower were charged with 
having taken a bet from Newsome which 
they later refused to pay, according to 
Newsome's testimony, on the ground that 
the bet had been made after the race 
was run, which fact, they sald, was 
known to Newsome. 

An effort was made to show that the 
two men named and another made a 
practice of taking bets and that they 
carried hand books.” Judge Broyles 
found them guilty and imposed fines in 
the sum of $300. In the petition for 
certiorari it was contended that no law 
had been violated. 

Except for the return to the city of 
W. R. Cannon, one of the ten men in- 
dicted by the grand jury the other day, 
there were no developments. yesterday 
in the alleged National District Telegraph 
Company pool room case.

Seaboard to Run Trains From: 
Atlanta to Savannah, 


Declared President J. M. Barr, of 
That System—Will It Be by Ex- 
tension of M. D. and 8. or 
by New Line via N- 
berton and Augusta.

Railroad men in Atlanta are discussing 
the interesting report which comes from 
Norfolk following the recent meeting of 
the officials of the Seaboard Air Line 
system held a few days ago at Old 
Point Comfort, concerning President J. 
M. Barr's statement to the effect that 
the Seaboard proposed to have as soon 
as possible a direct line of its own de- 
tween Atlanta and Savannah, 

President Barr told the officials of the 
road that the Seaboard had already de- 
cided to have a line of its own between 
Atlanta and Savannah, and that arrange- 
ments were now deing made to build and 
acquire it as soon as possible. In addj- 
tion to this President Barr informed his 
associates that the Seaboard proposed 
by the extension of one of its lines to 
enter the heart of the east Tennessee 
coal fields, and that this work wou.d 
also be done with as little delay as pos 
sible, 

But the most eps feature of this 
statement so far as Atlanta, and for that 
matter the greater portion of the state 
is concerned, is the fact that the Seu- 
board proposes to operate a line between 
Atlanta and Savannah. It is said that 
the proposed new route will be consid- 
erabiy shorter than that of the Central 
of Georgia. 


Talk of Extension. 

Closely following the statement of 
President Barr at the Old Point meat- 
ing, comes the rumor of an extenaion 
of the Macon, Dublin and Savannah to a 
connection with the Seaboard at Vi- 
dalla, thereby forming a continuous ine 
between Macon and Savannah, should the 
Seaboard acquire control of the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah. 

The ownership of the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah is at present in litigation 
in the United States court for the south- 
ern district of Georgia. On the one 
hand the Atlantic Coast Line lays claim 
0 it through purchase, and on the othet 
the Seabbard seeks to secure this control. 

If the Seaboard should succeed in ac- 
quiring contro] of the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah and the extension to VI. 
dalla is made as reported, the further 
question arises as to how the Seaboard 
will get from Macon to Aftlania. The 
Southern and the Central of Georgia are 
the only two lines operating between At- 
Janta and Macon. It is not Ikely thut 
the Seaboard could make any combina- 
tion with che Central when it seeks to 
become an active competitor and to di- 
vide with it some of the Central's most 
Valuable business, 

Then again the Seaboard and the 
Southern have been most active and even 
bitter competitors in every field. Stil 
there comes an unaccountable rumor of 
the possibility of a traffic arrangement. 
between the Seaboard and the Southern 
by means of which this Savannah exten- 
sion may be accomplished. 


Still Another oute. 

But the plan that has been most dis- 
cussed in connection with the Seabosrd’s 
contemplated line between Atlanta and 
Savannah is one recently presented in the 
press dispatches, and which leaves tho 
Central and the Southern entirely out 
of consideration. According to this plin 
the Seaboard proposes to secure its own 
line between these two important cities. 

It is said in certain quarters that the 
Seaboard’s project contemplates the -on- 
struction of a new line from Elberton 
to Augusta, and from Augusta direct to 
Savannah, 

At Elberton a connection would be es- 
tablished between the Seaboard’s main 
line between Atlanta and Norfolk, and 
the new line from Elberton to Savannah 
via Augusta, 

While the new line between Atlanta 
and Augusta via Elberton would de 
about 6 miles longer than the Georgia 
railroad from Atlanta to Augusta, t ‘s 
stated that the line from Augusta ta 
Savannah would be considerably shorter 
than the Central’s present line between 
those points, and that the total mileage 
between Atlanta and Savannah by the 
new route would be several miles less 
than the present line of the Centra} of 
(se0rgia from Atlanta to that city. 

That the Seaboard is going to secure 
an Atlanta-Savannah line seems assure. 
and all of the talk now indulged in witn 
regard to this project is decidedly in- 
teresting as showing the possible dire: 
tion which the proposed road will take.

Twisting that fire alarm box at White- 
hall and Alabama streets, moves ever; 
fire figtifTing company in the city and en- 
tajis a heavy loss upon the city every 
time an alarm is rung in from 33. 

“A few days ago,” said Chief Joyner, 
speaking of the conditions brought about 
by turning in 33, “some one rung that 
corner box when there wasn't even 
gas jet burning in that section. It was 
a false alarm and yet within a few 
minutes “Sere were thirteen fire com- 
panies congregated at that crossing while 
every company in the city had been 
moved. How? Well, when 33 rings the 
machThery at headquarters responds. So 
do f= engines on Pryor street near the 
those on Carnegie way. old 
Church street, those at No. 2 on Wash- 
ington street and those at the engine 
hoe on Peters street at Madison avenue. 
It is known to the department as a cen- 
tral alarm and at the tap of the gong 
every machine jn the city moves. As 
those I have indicated start for the box 
the outlying companies begin moving to 
the engine houses just vacated. The 
company on the Boulevard, for instance, 
comes to the engine house on Pryor 
street near the Marion. The machinery 
on Marietta street moses into the Car- 
negie way engine house. The West End 
company comes to the Peters street en- 
gine house and the one out on South 
Pryor street near Georgia avenue moves 
up to No. 2 on Washington street. 

“Why? Well, you see while the in- 
terior cOmpanies are fighting a fire an 
other conflagration might start in some 
other section of the down town blocks, 
and thé reserve engines would be withir 
easier distance. Suppose the outly'ng 
engines did not move and another fire 
should start in the center of the city, 
how long would it take the reserve com: 
panies to get in? The run would be 
too long, so long, in fact, that any fire 
would have a mighty good chance to get 
beyona control. On the other hand 
should a fire open in the section from 
which one of the outlying companies 
had come that company would be in 
easy striking distance and could be re- 
turned to its territory in plenty of time 
to do almost, if not quite as effeccive 
work as though it had never moved 
Now that’s what happens whenever 33 
is rung in. Or 42, the Kimball house 
box. Or, for that matter. any one of 
the most centrally located fire alarm 
boxes.”’ 


Judge Charles R. Crisp, of the city court 
of Americus, fermer congressman from 
the third Georgia district, was in At- 
lanta yesterday on business. 


“And pet.“ continued the chief, the 
last alarm from 33 was made by some 
one who wanted to see the engines run. 
[ guess, for, as I have said, there was 
no fire in that section. It costs a neat 
penny every time a run is made. But 
apart from that cost which is heap2d 
up every time, that last call put one 
engine out of commission for several 
hours. The engine out on Marietta street 
was crippled by hitting an obstruction 
as it came out, and it cost some thirty 
or forty dollars in money to remedy 
the damages, to say nothing about the 
machine being out of service during that 
time. Luck would have it, however, i'.at 
no alarm calling for that company was 
sent in while the repairs were being 
made. 

But it's funny how often one who 
sends in a false alarm gets away. On 
the last run when I reached the place 
I found a well known attorney leaaing 
against the post with his elbow on the 
fire alarm box. He was standing there 
when the man sent in the alarm. and 
yet he could not tell who that man was. 
He had seen him turn the handle, but 
paid no attention to it, and the fellow 
walked away—and is still away, so far 
as my knowledge goes. Then 2 police- 
man was standing 10 feet away and 
heard the gong in the box as it respond- 
ed to the twist of the lever. Yet the 
policeman didn’t see the man. He says 
he heard the gong, but he looked up the 
Street to see the run. He should have 
looked at that box to see who turned 
in the alarm. Oh, it happens often.“ 


“One night a few months ago, re- 
sumed the chief, “Assistant Chief Press- 
ly and myself were walking down Ala- 
bama street. We heard that gong in 
the box and made a break for it. We 
saw a man start up Whitehall in a dead 
run. Well, we were sure it was a false 
alarm ‘just to see the run,’ and we put 
after him as hard as we could go. Gain- 
ing on him we called on him to stop. 
He darted into a stairway and we aftér 
him. A few steps up we caught him. 

What did you turn in that alarm 
for?’ I yelled. 

Hl. man,’ yelled the fellow, 
you see the house is on fire.’ 

“We looked up and great clouds of 
cmoke were pouring through the hall, 
but there was no blaze. Now suppose 
when the department reached the box 
there had been no one there to tell 
where the fire was located, it would 
have burned on until a blaze coming 
out could have enabled the men to lo- 
cate it. The instant we saw the smoke 
we hurried to the box and when the de- 
partment came up we knew where to 
start to work. What that man should 
have done—and every man should do the 
same thing—was stand right at that box 
after sending in the alarm so that he 
could have directed the firemen to the

lecting this information was used. The 
estimates vary from 13.21 to 17.03 In the 
acreage reduction. As to the condition, 
the concensus of opinion seems to 
from 70 to 75 per cent for the condition 
of the present crop, while that of last 
year was 83. The market reacted today 
from yesterday's high level on account 
of Liverpool failing to follow our ad- 
vance and the better weather conditions 
in many localities of the cotton belt. 
However, too much rain is still falling, 
and the forecast for the eastern beit Is 
for showers and occasional rain. It is 
reported that a heavy storm visited 
Waco, Fort Worth and Dallas today.

The greatest strength in the wheat — 
ket was shown at the opening. tial 
quotations on July were up 1-2@6-8c at 
91 1-4@9!i 3-4c, The chief reason for the 
adv was the unfavorable condition of 
the weather. According to the govern- 
ment bureau very low temperatures were 
curremt in the northwest. Oklahoma and 
Arkansas gcattered showers were report- 
ed. Strength of cash wheat at Minneap- 
olis and Duluth were additional bullish 
influences. Still another factor was an 
gdvance in the price of wheat at Liver- 
pool. Shonts and pit traders were act- 
we buyers early in the session. As trad- 
ing progressed the market became quite 
nervous, there being considerable profit 
taking by prominent holders, Crop re- 
ports. were of a conflicting nature, but 
taken all together they conveyed the im- 
pression to the majority’ of traders that 
the wheat crop of the United States would 
be much smaller than indicated May 1. 
Late In the session the demand was less 
urgent.
